Hongkong is well drained, “and 
in now @ cleauly,” well-built, and. healthy 
settlement. It has an-active sanitary beard, 
and in all probability the immanity which 
the Enropean settlement has thus far.enjoy- 
ed will bo maintained ander tho efficient 
gapitery supervision of this well-governed 
and flourishing British port, | On the other 
hand, the overcrowding of the coolie popula. 
tion in their native quarter ip to a European 
mind almost incomeivable, and. their per- 
sonal habits are such that the moat cnergetic 
meaaures will -have-to be taken:to repress 
the epidemic.
